CHILD DISCOVERED ASLEEP IN 

BUSH IN ARMENA DISTRICT 

NEAR CAMROSE 

Camrose, July 6.—Considerable ex- 
citement was stirred up Friday in the 
Armena district, north-west of Cam- 
rose, when the two and a half year 
old daughter of Mr. and Mrs. T, Mo- 
vold disappeared from her home. The 
family lives one mile north of Ar- 
mena, During the afternoon the moth- 
er was picking berries a short dis- 
tance from the house and was foilow- 
ed by the child. Mrs. Movold sent 
the child back to the house, but she 
wandered away. In the meantime the 
father thought the child was with the 
mother and it was not. until four 
o'clock in the afternoon that the par- 
ents discovered her disappearance. 

Corp. Mahoney, A.P.P., Camrose, 
with Constable Crossley, Bashaw, 
were notified of the disappearance of 
the child and were soon in the dis- 
trict with an organized search party. 
At one o’clock on Saturday morning 
a general alarm was phoned to Cam- 
rose and at once numerous cars with 
many volunteer searchers started for 
the district.

Cc. P. R. WEEKLY (LY REPORT FINDS 
CROP PROSPECTS ARE STILL 
ALMOST IDEAL 


Winnipeg, July 7.—Present indica- 
tions point to one of the best crop 
years western Canada has experienc- 
ed in a decade, according to the week- 
ly agricultural report of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, issued today. 

Prospects of a bumper yield in all 
three prairie provinces are uniformly 
bright. Fields generally present a 
splendid appearance, the sand being 
heavy and color good, early wheat 
and barley is reported to be heading 
out at many points. 

While damage from pests, hail and 
other agencies have been experienced 
in several districts the loss to date 
has been small compared with that 
of previous years at this lime of the 
season. 

Warm weather and abundant mois- 
ture have materially promoted the 
growth in Manitoba where the pros- 
pects are the best , in many years. 
Slight damage has been done in low- 
lying country as the result of exces- 
sive rains. 

Despite the liberal fall of rain dur- 
ing the early part of last month, some 
districts in Saskatchewan need further 
moisture to offset the sperad of cut- 
worms. Taking the province as a 
whole, the crops are making encour- 
aging srogress. 

The outlook in Alberta continued 
favorable, although in the southern 
parts of the province rain now is badly 
required. Wheat at all points is in 
the shot blade and many fields are in 
head. There is a decided increase in 
the acreage under cultivation, which 
the report states will counteract the 
damage from hail in the Blackie, Vul- 
can and Carsland districts. 

Optimism pervades the farming 
districts adjoining the Edmonton, Dun- 
vegan and British Columbia railway. 
Growth has been excellent and con- 
ditions generally are ideal. 

Fruit and field crops have develop- 
ed rapidly in British Columbia during 
the past week. Fruit trees have been 
comparatively free from pests and 
sections that escaped winter injury 
will yield well.

A farmer walks into a country sta- 
tion with the idea of shipping a car 
of grain to Vancouver, in order to 
secure the premium on the Vancouver 
route. He is told that he cannot ship 
the car unless he has a permit show- 
ing he has ocean space booked at this 
port, 

A representative of one of the 
grain firms will then slip up to the 
farmer and tell him that he has 
ocean space booked at Vancouver and 
will handle his car for him, But 
while the actual difference between 
Vancouver price and Fort William 
price may be seven or eight cents, 
the representative will only give the 
farmer two or three cents over the 
Fort William price. 

This is just like ticket-scalping, with 
the ticket office sitting in on the 
game. 

The port of Vancouver cannot af- 
ford to sit in on any game that will 
cheat ‘the western farmer out of the 
saving he might effect by shipping 
his grain via Vancouver. 

If the western grain grower is to 
get a square deal, if Vancouver is to 
be an open port, the permit system 
must be abolished.—Vancouver Sun. 


The Pool 
Payments 


The wheat pool is to bring its year 
to a close on July 15. All grain -re- 
ceived after that date will be treated 
as part of the 1925 crop. “An initial 
payment,” the Saskatchewan president 
explains “of one. dollar will be made 
until the initial payment for the 1925 
crop has been definitely decided later 
in the season.” Unless the latter were 
expected to be at least a dollar, the 
initial figure for last year’s crop, the 
arrangement announced in connection 
with deliveries of 1924 wheat after 
July 15 would hardly have been made. 
The pool officials must therefore 
have confidence that there will be no 
serious fall in prices. 

The final payment for 1924 has yet 
to be fixed and it is anticipated that 
this will be done at a meeting of the 
inter-provincial selling agency in Win- 
nipeg on Wednesday. Up to the pre- 
sent, $1.35, on the basis of No. 1 Nor- 
thern at Fort William, has been re- 
ceived. The second payment of 35 
cents was made in March. It meant 
approximately $25,000,000 to the sig- 
natories in the three provinces, and 
of this it was estimated that $3,000,000 
came to those in Alberta, north of 
Red Deer. What will be paid this 
month is largely a matter of guess- 
work, except among those who are 
on the inside of pool affairs and,- for 
the best of reasons, they have kept

COMMIT THREE RYLEY 
MEN TC STAND TRIAL 


Tofield, July 6—At the close of the 
preliminary inquiry held by Magis- 
trate Honeyball in the Ryley town hall 
last week, three of the residents of 
the town and district, T, Bendickson, 
Dennis Spinning and Benjamin Oslund, 
were committed for trial on the charge 
of wearing masks at night without 
lawful excuse, and with assault. Rod- 
ger Granger was discharged as there 
was not sufficient evidence to con- 
nect him with the charge. 

The facts in the case as brought 
out in the evidence were as follows: 
Mr. Zantjer, who until lately was 
publishing the Ryley Times, and who 
had been negotiating the sale of the 
plant, spent the day of May 20 in 
securing signatures to be sent to the 
liquor commissioner that the suspen- 
sion of the license of the Ryley hotel 
to sell beer would be continued, At

SIXTH GOVERNMENT 
REPORT OF CROPS 


Situation Continues to Be 
Satisfactory in Province 
Despite Dry Weather 


Issued by the department of agri- 
culture, government of Alberta, Ed- 
monton, July 4, 1925. 

Warm weather accompanied by hot 
dry winds during the most of the past 
week had made a distinet change in 
the crop situation over most of the 
province, The grain is still showing 
a healthy, vigorous growth but. the 
stage has been reached where more 
rain will be needed withtin another 
week if actual damage and lessening 
of ultimate yield is not to be the re- 
sult. 

In a number of districts in the 
southern part of the province the hot 
weather and winds have already had 
a damaging effect on the wheat now 
headed out. the heads showing a 
shrunken condition that will mean a 
125 per cent decrease in the yield. In

Labor Bureau Giving Service 

Indications of the improved condi- 
tions on the farms of Alberta are seen 
in the figures of placements on the 
farms made by the Provincial Labor 
Bureau during the first six months 
of this year, compared with the same 
period of the two previous years, The 
total placements for the half year in 
1925 have been 18,168, and of these 
52.5 per cent or 9,549 were placements 
on farms. This is compared with 
only 44.3 per cent in 1924 and 32.6 
per cent in 1923. There has been a 
big increase in the placements of 
female help on the farms, the total 
for the first six months of this year 
being $43, compared with 471 for six 
months of 1924, and 384 in 1928, This 
is a distinct indication of better con- 
ditions among the farmers, 

Tourist Traffic in 1924 

According to the annual report for 
1924 of the National Parks Commis- 
sioner, which is just to hand, the to- 
tal tourist traffic at the various na- 
tional parks in Alberta during the 
season of 1924 was 185,159, out of a 
total in all parks of the dominion of 
250,026. The tourist traffic to Alber- 
ta parks was divided on estimates as 
follows: Rocky Mountain Park 94,930, 
Jasper Park, 10,072; Waterton Lakes, 
16,695, Elk Island Park, 7,812; Buffa- 
jlo Park, 5,650. 


LIGHTNING STRIKES 
MAN; STILL LIVES 


Vermilion, July 4.—During the 
height of the severe electrical storm 
which passed over Vermilion Wednes- 
day morning, Mike IHlchuk, a farmer 
living about seven miles north of town 
was struck by lightning while out 
working in a field. 

At the time, Wchuk had a crowbar 
in his hand and two other men were 
working with him. When the crash 
came, all three were thrown to the 
ground with considerable violence, 
being partially stunned from shock, 
while IIchuk was rendered uncon- 
scious, His clothes were torn to 
shreds, as also were his heavy lea- 
ther boots. His hair was singed off 
and a strip down the front of his body 
about three inches wide was badly 
burned. 

A man on horseback in a field some 
{distance away saw the accident and 
‘rode to a neighbor. who called a 
doctor. Wichuk was at once taken to 
‘the hospital and is reported as slightly 
improved. His escape from death was 
‘simply miraculous. The other men 
are none the worse for their exper- 
ience.

It has been proven quite conclus- 
ively that the time of cutting the var- 
ious forage plants for hay purposes 
plays a very important part in both 
the total amount and the palatability 
of the nutrients obtained. <A fact 
that does not appear to be so widely 
recognized is that even though a for- 
age crop may be cut for hay at the 
| proper time, the subsequent method 
of handling may result in serious loss. 

The forage plant division at the 
central experimental farm at Ottawa 
has been conducting some investiga- 
tions to determine as accurately as 
possible the sources and extent of 
oes occurring during the prepara- 
tion of the various forage’ crops. 
Only a preliminary report is avail- 
able at the present time, but it is 
submitted as indicating the reason for 
at least some of our variable losses. 

The tests were made during the 
harvesting of the variety test of var- 
ious types of grasses and clovers, seed- 
ed both alone and in combination. 

Hither the whole or a definite por- 
tion of the cut fodder as harvested 
was placed on tarpaulins to dry. The 
material was handled very carefully 
during the curing process, at least 
| with as little rough usage as it would 
be likely to receive under ordinary 
haying operations. After the curing 
process had heen completed the hay 
lwas lifted off the tarpaulins and both 
it and the shattered portion remain- 
ing on the tarpaulins were carefully 
weighed. This latter portion was 
computed as percentage loss during 
the curing operation.

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Australian Treaty To 


Increase Raisin Prices 


An increase in the retail prices of 
raisins and dried currants in the very 
near future seems highly probable as 
a result of the conclusion of the 
trade treaty with Australia, is the 
suggestion of A. E. Darby, of the re. 
search department of the Canadian 
council of agriculture. The consumers 
of the country will thus be required 
to pay for the concessions given to 
Canadian pulp and auto manufactur- 
ers under the Australian tariff the 
sum of $1,500,000 if the government 
j brings the increased duty on imports 
-of raisins and dried currants into ef- 
;fect by order-in-council as it has the 
j bower to do by legislation passed 
jtwo years ago.
